CURRICULUM

Tower    Times 


Journalistic-minded  students  were  kept 
busy  by  their  work  on  the  school  news- 
paper, the  "Tower  Times."  This  year, 
with  the  addition  of  a  journalism  class 
to  the  school,  the  "Tower  Times"  achiev- 
ed a  much  higher  caliber  than  ever  be- 
fore. Several  of  the  best  news  stories, 
feature  stories,  and  editorials  were 
entered  in  the  Southern  Illinois  School 
Press  Association,  which  met  at  U. 
School  April  9. 

The  paper,  usually  consisting  of  four  or 
six  pages,  came  out  once  every  two 
weeks.  These  pages,  which  combined 
features,  editorials,  sports  stories,  and 
news  stories,  were  the  result  of  a  great 
deal  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  "Tower 
Times"  Staff. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  some 
printed  issues  (published  by  Mr.  Jenkins' 
industrial  education  class)  came  out  this 
spring.
